TENNESSEE COURT 
RESTRAINS CITY 
PENDING REVIEW 


Granting of Writ Prob- 
ably Means That Several 
Months Will Elapse Be- 
fore Final Action. 


WALKERTHREATENS 
DRASTIC RECOURSE 


Governor May Move to 
Take Part of Chattanoo- 
ga Into Boundaries: of 
Georgia. — 


The state of Georgia Friday put 
an abrupt halt to dramatie violence 
to its property in the city of Chatta- 
nooga when Justice Hall, of the Ten- 
nessee supreme court in -Nashville, 
granted writs of certiorari and super- 
cedence to Attorney General George 
M. Napier, of Georgia. 

The writ will restrain the city of 
Chattanooga from further demolition 
of buildings on the Georgia-owned 
property and will prevent it from ex- 
tending Broad street right of way 
through property now leased to the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis 
railroad, pending a hearing in the case 
by the Tennessee supreme court. 

News of the Tennessee court's ac- 
tion was received late Friday in a 
telegram to the office of the Georgia 
attorney general from Justice Hall in 
Nashville. It read as follows: 

“Writs of certiorari and superse- 
deas granted on petitioner's filing 
bond according to law.” 

The telegram. was received by T. H. 
Gress, assistant state attorney gen- 
eral, who said that Aitorney. General 
Napier will immediately file bond in 
the proceedings: The bond probabiy 
will be filed in the name of Governor 
Clifford Walker, of Georgia, Mr. Gress 
added. He was without information 
as to the amount of the bond required 
by the Tennesse supreme court. 
Basing his estimate on length of 
time required as a general rule by the 
Georgia supreme court in hearing ar- 
guments and deciding on a case, Mr. 
Gress was of the opinion that six to 
nine months would be required to se- 
cure a ruling of the Tennessee su- 
preme court in the half-century-old 
litigation. 

Attorney General Napier appeared 
in person Friday morning before Jus 
tice Hall at Nashville and presented 
a plea for the supersedeas. Decision 
on the application was made after 


Mr. Napier left Nashville, presumably 
to return to Atlanta. The decision was 


not expected until Saturday, and Jus- 
tice Hall's telegram late Friday came 
as a surprise to Georgia officials. 
The situation in Chattanooga grew 
tense Friday night when a group of 
city workmen headed by city officials 
began work of tearing down several 
buildings located on the state-owned 
property, which is leased by the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road. According to dispatches from 
Chattanooga, the work of demolishing 
these buildings has been completed. 

In the meantime, Governor Clifford 
Walker brought up a new phase in 
the case Friday when he issued a 


statement declaring he had asked the 
attorney general to prepare a report 
of the boundary line situation exist- 
ing on the border between Georgia 
and Tennessee near the city limits of 
Chattanooga.

“T do not wish to be placed in the 
attitude of a public prosecutor, and 
I positively do not intend to nag at 
council,” Mrs. Andrews said in mak- 
ing known her intention to refuse 
the demand for affidavits.

DIETS AND DIABETES. 

In the halcyon days when doctors 
wore Van Dykes and traveled in stan- 
hopes patients usually received, be- 
sides the bottle of tonic and package 
of pills, a list of food items in two 
columns. ‘The first column contained 
most of the grave problems of this 
world and this column wag marked 
“may eat.” The second column men- 
tioned most of the appetizing things, 
and was marked “may not eat.” Pro- 
vided with such a list, and provided 
the tonic was atrocious in flavor, the 
patient went his way rejoicing, and 
firmly believed the doctor was a learn- 
ed man. 

The use of “diet lists” as appro- 
priate for certain disease conditions, 
became obsolete about the time the 
right-hand drive was discarded by au- 


tomotive engineers. Today such “diet 
lists’ are used mainly by humbug 
healers, a few broken-down medical 
practitioners who have become the 
tools or unpaid agents of aggressive 
proprietary interests, and an occa- 
sional insurance company or. mail- 
order “health institute’ in the lucra- 
tive business of practicing long-dis- 
tance medicine without a licefse. 

I remember how soon I was imbued 
with the total depravity of starch as 
a food material when | entered upon 
private practice, although I had heard 
never a derogatory word in_ refer- 
ence to this great fuel food in all 
my medical studies. It seemed that 
the proprietary food and medicine 
manufacturers had decided that starch 
or foods containing starchy material 
must go, and with the well misin- 
formed layman it was a fatal mis- 
take for a doctor to permit a starch 
food to get into the “may eat” col- 
umn. Starch created gas, gas in- 
digestion, indigestion nervousness and 
nervousness led straight to a sani- 
tarium. 

The sanitariums took some of my 
best patients. 

Those old diet lists were constructed 
almost wholly upon empirical grounds, 
queer fancies or prejudices such as 
the one about starchy foods. The 
science of nutrition had scarcely got 
started, calories were generally as- 
sumed to be something between cor- 
porals and colonels in the marines, 
and vitamins, if they existed, man- 
aged to elude capture. Authoritative 
textbooks on dietetics or the use of 
food in health and disese were plenti- 
ful and voluminous enough, heaven 
but—vwell, some time when 
you have nothing worth while tp oc- 
eupy your mind just run through the 
pages of a Dickens story and .try to 
imagine what would happen if Dickens 
were trying to get his stuff published 
today. 

Perhaps the Jast of all the diseases 
to be divorced from the may eat and 
may not eat diet lists is diabetes. 
The distinguishing feature of dia- 
betes is incapacity to utilize carbo- 
hydrate (starches or sugars) as fuel. 
This incapacity was formerly assumed 
to be absolute, and so the doctors at- 
tempted to arrange a diet for diabetes 
that eliminated all starches. As we 
know now, the incapacity to utilize, 
oxidize, metabolize carbohydrate is 
only relative, and each individual dia- 
betes patient’s relative capacity or in- 
capacity for utilizing carbohydrates 
is an individual question to be deter- 
mined by the physician. Depending 
on the individual tolerance for car- 
bohydrate so determined, more or less 
starchy food is not only allowable but 
quite essential for the cure. A healthy 
person may utilize from 14 to 20 or 
more ounces of carbohydrate (all va- 
rieties of starchy materia] or sugar) 
daily. A person with diabetes may 
be able to utilize only four ounces 
or possibly eight. But whatever the 
diabetes patient's tolefance may be, 
success in the control of the condition 
demands that the patient shall have 
all the carbohydrate he can utilize.

For Automobiles 
Seenin 10 Years 


New York, May 7.—(/)—A vision 
of the finest motor cars in the market 
being obtainable along the latter part 
of 1933 in exchange for a staniard 
loaf of bread—with probably a chauf- 
feur in full unform thrown in for a 
hunk of coffee cake—might well rise 
before an optimistic eye cast over 
figures issued today by the Natiouuyl 
Automobile Chamber of Commerc. 

According to these figures, ihe 1914 
cost of living dollar is now worth 
only 59 cents, whereas the automobile 
dollar of that year is now valued at 
$1.16. In other words, it required 
1,482 bushels of wheat to buy the 
average motor car in 1913, while only 
552 bushels are needed today. 

If this rate of 71 bushels less every 
year continues no doubt ‘the citizen 
ten years from now can only be coax- 
ed to take a car away from the show- 
room if it’s equipped with a bread- 
box, filled by the dealer.

How the gi- 
gantic estate was amassed by a man

Whether it was a gold rush-in the 
west, a copper boom in.

ow come the peculiar provisions 
ct the last will and testament. A copy 
in part of a will made b 
Byrne on June 26, 1908, had been 
‘made and sent to David Kidd. On this 
document he had acted before coming 
into possession of the original of the 
will made the following day, June 
1908, The latter seems to have 
been deposited in Baltimore and to 
have been approved as valid in an 
extra judicial opinion by the late 
Chief Justice White, of the supreme 
court of the United States. 

This “original will,” regularly pro- 
bated, is now in the custody of B 
Johnson, judge of the county court of 
Hamilton county, at Jasper, Fla. It 
is typed on parchment, as is the co- 
dicil of August 18, both signed -and 
sealed by the testator and subscrib- 
ing witnesses, ‘certified by F. P. 
Ross, N. P. of the high court of Bal- 
timore, Md. 

The will provides, imprimis, that, 
after his lawful debts are paid, Byrne 
bequeaths “to my wife, Lucy Selina 
Byrne, to my son, George W. Byrne, 
and David Kidd, of Toronto, Canada, 
who takes the place of my daughter, 
Lucy Lillian Byrne.” 

To his wife he decreed “one-third, 
including household furniture and 
personal effects;:” to his son, “one- 
fourth of my estate;” both “receiv- 
ing jointly three per cent per annum 
of their shares.”’ 

Kidd Made Heir. | 

“To my daughter, Lucy Lillian, one- 
fourth of my entire estate. It is my 
will that at the order of the court 
David Kidd become my adopted son, 
conditionally he assumes the name of 
Byrne. If this be done he will rank 
as one of the legal heirs in my es- 
tate.” In a later paragraph it is re- 
cited: “It is my will, upon the order 
of a court, David Kidd, assuming the 
name of Byrne, becomes a legalized 
heir who will replace my daughter, 
Lucy Lillian Byrne, whose death is 
expected, being our new son (her res- 
cuer), becoming one of the executors.” 

From thence, David Samuel Kidd, 
to David Samuel Kidd Byrne, accord- 
ing to the laws of Ontario. He has 
claimed after that to be sole executor 
and sole heir to the estates of the 
Byrnes—father, mother, daughter and 
son, all being dead. . without other 
heirs, aswell as to the large sums 
specifically. awarded to him by the 
will. 

The first inventory of the’ estate 
filed with the court gave the total 
valuation at $9,100,000.

Drama League

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New York, May 7.—(4)—Credit for 
having “broken down the resistance 


to worth-while drama which a few 
years ago consisted of overdeveloped 
sensitiveness or exaggerated rever- 


ence,” was accorded the Drama 
League of America today by Profes- 
sor George Pierce Baker, of Yale 
university. 

In another address at the league's 
convention the organization was tak- 
en to task by Frank Gilman, execu- 
tive secretary of the Actor's Equity 
association, for not. preventing the de- 


cline of the professional theater in ti® 
“provinces.” They had not caused this 
decline, he acknowledged, but at leas 

they had not stopped it and he urge 

them to join with other bodies to 
do so. 

Professor Baker also said_ the 
league was responsible for raising and 
maintaining the standard of all the 
arts and practices in the theater. 

“The highbrow puritanism of a few 
years ago made it impossible for ama- 
teurs to produce real drama, the kind 
that portrays life,” he said.

BISHOPS. DISCUSS 
MEXICAN SITUATION 


Washington, May 7.—(#)—A re- 
port on the recent expulsion of for- 
eign religious leaders from -Mexico 
was made to the board of bishops of 
the Methodist Episcopal church today 
by Bishop Miller, of Mexico City, 
who asserted that the Mexican law 
permits complete freedom of religious 
activity to any church which obeys it. 

In addition to the discussion of the 
Mexican situation, the board heard re- 
ports on conditions in India by Bish- 
ops Fisher and Badley and‘on work 
among negroes by Bishop Clair, of 
Covington, Ky. 

While the Mexican law may have 
been unhappily worded, Bishop Miller 
told the conference, it constitutes no 
handicap to any church that wishes 
ultimately to turn religious leader- 
ship over to the Mexicans themselves. 

As this has been the aim of the 
Methodist church there, he said his 
work had not suffered from any gov- 
ernment restriction. Instead of pro- 
testing against the laws of Mexico, 
he added, he has obeyed them with the 
result that the ability of Mexicans as 
religious leaders had been demonstrat- 
ed more successfully than he had ex- 
pected. 

Bishops Badley and Fisher, de- 
scribing the problems facing the 
church in India, declared that addi- 
tional missionaries are needed there 
not to do additional pioneering work, 
but to take care of the increasing

Nathan Leopold 
Left Manacled 
As Convicts Flee

Chicago, Ill., May 7.—Nathan F. 
Leopold, who with Richard Leob, 
tortured and murdered Bobby Franks, 
stood within a whisper of freedom 
when seven convicts broke jail at 
Stateville prison, after slaying As- 
sistant Warden Klein. When the 
others strode away from the body of 
the deputy warden, Leopold by the 
whim of another convict who feared 
his treachery, was left manacled to 
his cell bars, begging to be set free 
and taken along. 

Charles Duschowsky, who, by all 
the testimony so far brought out, was 
the actual slayer of Klein, had spent 
several hours sharpening one half of 
a pair of acissors, After he had 
felled Klein with a blow on the head, 
he stabbed him to death with the 
improvised dagger. Duschowsky is 
still at liberty and farm people down- 
state are in a condition of terror. 
Bloodhounds have been put on the 
trail of the three murderers still at 
large but no trace has been found. 

Planned at Ball Game. 

The prison escape was planned at 
a ball game in jail yard last Satur- 
day and Duschowsky directed each 
member of the gang to provide him- 
self with some sort of weapon. ep 
the seven made applications for per- 
mission to speak to Deputy Klein on 
Wednesday with regard to paroles. 
As soon as they met him Duschowsky 
struck him down with a short section 
of lead pipe and stabbed him. Then 
the seven filed out of Klein’s office 
and encountered Captain Keeley, head 
of.the prison guards. Duschowsky 
wanted to kill Keeley immediately but 
the latter begged for his life, saying 
he had four children and would assist 
the’ convicts to escape. They realized 
they could use him, so his life was 
spared, but when they were safely 
outside and in the high-powered car 
of Warden Whitman, Duschowsky 
said: “Let’s take this one too. We'll 
kill him and throw him in the road. 
I killed two policemen in Chicago and 


one in New York and never got a rap 
so I guess one or two more will not 
hurt me.” 

The others stood out against killing 
Keeley, however, so he was left hand- 
cuffed to a tree. 

Grand juries in Will county and 
in Chicago are digging persistently 
into the pardons and parole system 
which has made a sentence to prison 
a joke. Deputy Klein, the slain of- 
ficer at the penitentiary, is said to 
have been an officer in the Major 
Messlein corporation, in ~ Chicago.
